NEW YORK, Nov. 10.—The trial (or 


heresy of Prot Charles A. BrigK^ D- 
D., commenced yesterday afternoon. 
Moderator John C. Bliss was in the 
chair, and about 210 of the ministers 
and elders composing the New York 
prrsbytery, the body which is sitting 
in judgment upon Dr. Brings, were 
present. Dr. Brigifs was on hand early. 
After the prayer opening the trial the 
moderator asked for the charges, but 
was interrupted 
by

objections technically, but deplored the 
fact that he was compeled to have ar- 
gument with the defendant. 


Dr. Briggs, when Col. MoCook had 


finished, 
arose to reply, but was 


checked by ROT. Robert Booth, who 
made the point of order that the dis- 
cussion was irregular. 


Dr. Briggs claimed that he had only 


Ijeen able to state his objections while 
the prosecuting committee had been 
allowed to answer them and say sev- 
eral other things which he could con- 
trovert by quotations from theological 
law. 


The request to allow him to answer 


the prosecution was denied by the mod- 
erator and Dr. Brlggs appealed from 
the decision. It was put to a vote, and 
the moderator sustained. 


The amended charges and specifica- 


tions against Dr. Brlggs were then 
read. As revised, and a little more ex- 
plicit and with more attention to de- 
tail than the old charges, they occu- 
pied thirty-five pages of a good sized 
book, but cover the same ground as 
the old charges. They were compiled 
and signed by the full prosecuting 
committee, consisting of Dr. Birch, 
chairman; J. J. Lampe, D. D., R. I. 
Sample, D. D., John S. Stevenson and 
J. J. McCook.

The 
fact that a stenographer was taking 
notes of the speeches did uot seem to 
attract the notice of tho leaders. As a 
matter of fact the shorthand writer 
was a detective in the employment of 
the horns office, and it is quite possible 
that his testimony as to the advocacy 
of dynamite methods may yet be used 
in prosecutions against the speakers. 


Among other incendiary utterances 


of the day were exhortations to the 
people to force themselves into the 
lord mayor's procession and make a 
demonstration that would resttlt in 
their being provided with employment 
by the authorities. 


About too of the more desperate 


among the crowds were inclined to 
adopt this advice and at the conclusion

to ./pass. On arriv- 


ing at the end of Eaiteheap, however, 
they found the crowd of sightseers so 
dense that it was impossible for them 
to force their way through, so that 
they were obliged to abandon their 
wild scheme of violence.

stance, that the orators who had urged 
the men to defy the police, rwnaiibjj 
themselves safely at a disfenoe from 
the proposed scene of action.

TURNED ON T1IK HOSK. 


A Mutiny In a County Jail Washed Out 


With Water. 


OMAHA, Net., Nov. 10.—Some thirty 


prisoners 
confined 
in the Douglas 


county jail broke into a mutiny at 
about 6 o'clock yesterday afternoon. 
Sheriff Bennet was away at the time 
but arrived before the trouble was en- 
tirely over. At 6 o'clock the prisoners 
refused to enter their cells to be locked 
up for the night and breaking up their 
benches began to smash the windows. 


An attempt was made to smoke them 


out, but this failing, two streams of 
•water were turned on the mutineers. 
This brought them to time, and they 
were secured without further trouble. 
The prisoners claim that the trouble 
arose over the treatment accorded them. 
The authorities claim that It was an 
attempt at wholesale jail breaking. 


The Excitement Growing- la Paris Over 


the Late Infernal Machine 


Explosion. 


PABIS, Nov. 10.—The excitement 


caused by tha blowing up of the police 
station in the Kue des Bons Enfants 
yesterday shows no great abatement; 
tin the contrary it IB rather increasing, 
and notwithstanding the denial of the 
Carmaux miners that they had any- 
thing to do with the affair, there are 
plenty of people who place the entire 
blame upon them. The more the af- 
fair 
is looked 
into, however, the 


stronger grows the belief among the 
unprejudiced that the explosion was 
not the work of any of the miners 
themselves, but was due to anarchist 
sympathizers with them. 
Notwith- 


standing the extraordinary efforts of 
the police to discover a olue to the 
perpetrator 
of 
the 
outrage, they 


have not as yet found the slightest bit 
of evidence that would lead to his de- 
tection. The street in which the sta- 
tion was located was roped in, and no 
one but officials and workingmen were 
allowed to pass the barriers. Until af- 
ter midnight workmen were busy in 
clearing away the debris. They worked 
by torchlight, and the scene, when the 
horrible nature of the death whioh had 
come to the five victims was borne in 
mind, was a weird one. It was at first 
thought that the wrecked building 
would have to be torn down, and that 
•course may be followed after experts 
pass an opinion upon the structure. 
In the meantime, however, the bulging 
walls have been shored up to prevent 
their falling outward. 


Among the crowds of on-lookers who 


gathered in the streets beyond the har- 
riers was a man who declared that the 
anarchists were right in blowing up 
the bourgeoisie. He had hardly ut- 
tered the words before he found him- 
self in the grasp of a gendarme, who 
locked him up. 


The government has decided to prose- 


cute a number of militant anarchists. 
It is the general impression that this 
action should have been taken before 
they had an apportunity to perpetrate 
such n cowardly outrage as that of yes- 
terday. 


M. Lef rapper, a director of the Car- 


maux Mining Co., states that as he was 
leaving the offices of the company at 11 
o'clock Tuesday morning he passed on 
the staircase a woman whose head was 
covered with a black woolen shawl. 
She was carrying an uncovered basket, 
from which protruded a curiously 
shaped- article wrappc.-l in a news- 
paper. He took spotri-'l notice of the 
woman, for, though ulie was pooily 
elad she was going up the main stair- 


The feeling that a struggle in im- 


pending, allied to other causes, is pro- 
ducing a paralysis of trade and indus- 
try, and an economical crisis may be 
naid to already oxUt. Foreign credit 
has been withdrawn from the mer- 
chants of Costa Rica, and this means 
they are unable to obtain goods from 
Abroad, while heretofore, the custom 
has been to purchase on long credit. 


The. state of the country is deplora- 


ble, and should war be added to tha 
other calamities, the situation will to 
worse than at any time before in tie 
history of the republic.

THE WORST F1OOD IN YEARS.

ThouiandH o? Tons of OIL 


Oil is to be used aa fuel instead of coal 


in all the big furnaces at the World's 
fair grounds. The exposition company 
will pay the Standard Oil company sev- 
enty cents a barrel until 1893, and then 
have the privilege of getting the oil at 
the lowest market price, not to exceed 
72J£ cents a barrel. The contract will 
be for perhaps the largest quantity ever 
sold to one consumer. The lowest es- 
timate that has ever been made of the 
amount of coal that would be burned at 
Jackson park during the exposition was 
75,000 tons. On this basis 228,000 bar- 
rels of oil would be used, but it is prob- 
able that the amount will be largely in 
excess of that estimate.—Cleveland Her- 
ald.

SELF-WINDING WATCHES. 


Napoleon Owned One Which Was 


Wound Simply by the Mo- 


tion ot Walking-. 


Keyless watphee now so popular, have 


long been known, bat have not been in 
general use more than a dczen years, 
ea;s the St. Louis Republic. 


Napoleon I was tbe owner of a won- 


derful specimen of this species of keyless 
timepieces. It was continually kept in 
running order by a small weight at the 
end of a lever which worked on a weak 
spring. Every step taken caused a amal 
"dog" to drop into the cogs ot a tiny 
ratchet wheel, this in turn acting on tbe 
barrel to which the mainspring was at- 
tached. Ordinary movements about tbe 
house were sufficient to keep the spring 
tightly wound up. 


In the Kensington museum, London 


there is a pedometer, operated m a simi 
lar manner, combined with a watch, so 
that the one instrument tells the time 
and the distance walked by the wearer in 
a day or any other given time. 


There is a watch on exhibition at tbe 


United States patent office which 
wound up by the simple act ot closing 
tbe case.

AGAIN ON TRIAI*. 


Dr. Brim' Ou« Before the Hew York 


Presbytery. 


NKW YORK, Nov. 10.—The trial (or 


leresy of Prof. Charles A. Brig(fs, D- 
D., commenced yesterday afternoon. 
Moderator John C. Bliss was in the 
chair, and about 210 of the ministers 
and elders composing the New York 
prrsbytery, the body which is sitting 
In judgment upon Dr. Briffps, 
were 


present. Dr. Brigga was on hand early. 
After the prayer opening the trial the 
moderator asked for the charges, but 
was Interrupted 
by 
Dr. 
Briggs, 


who asked leave to interpose sev- 
eral objections. 
In 
a short ad- 


dress he outlined the course the 
prosecution had taken in regard to the 
old charges and contended that the 
prosecution committee had no power to 
now bring up new ones. 


Col. 
J. J. MoCook, counsel for tho 


prosecuting committee, answered the 
objections technically, but deplored the 
fact that he was compeled to have ar- 
gument with the defendant. 


Dr. Briggs, when Col. McCook had 


finished, 
arose to reply, but was 


checked by EOT. Robert Booth, who 
made the point of order that the dis- 
cussion was irregular. 


Dr. Briggs claimed that he had only 


been able to state his objections while 
the prosecuting committee had been 
allowed to answer them and say sev- 
eral other things which he could con- 
trovert by quotations from theological 
law. 


The request to allow him to answer 


the prosecution was denied by the mod- 
erator and Dr. Brlggs appealed from 
the decision. It was put to a vote, and 
the moderator sustained. 


The amended charges and specifica- 


tions against Dr. Brlggs were then 
read. As revised, and a little more ex- 
plicit and with more attention to de- 
tail than the old charges, they occu- 
pied thirty-five pages of a good sized 
book, but cover the same ground as 
the old charges. They were compiled 
and signed by the full prosecuting 
committee, consisting of Dr. Birch, 
chairman; J. J. Lampe, D. D., B. I.

Most of it has been placed for delivery 
during the first quarter of next year at 14 
cents, which la now the accepted flgnre.'thus 
showing an advanoa from the lowest point of 
0 cents per ton. 
Both east and west soft stool 


fillets are qatet, bat firm. Bteh prices are be- 
ng paid for quick delivery, but for next year's 
business buyers and sellers are apart. 


The story is going the rouada that a leading 
Httaburgh concern bos sold 30,000 tons of soft 
iteel billets to a prominent firm of merchants 
or future delivery at as low a price as any 
named, and that the same firm has bought a 
round block of billets from eastern Pennsyl- 
vania mills at a price very satisfactory to the 
seller.

Incendiary Speeches at the Town 


Hill Meeting Yesterday. 


TUG ABSENCE OF THE POLICE FORCE 


Taken Advantage ol by ins Loaders 


to Inflame. The Crowd lo Riot 


—"A Chlel Amanc Them 


Tallin' Notes." 


, Nov. 10.—A meeting of the 


"unemployed" was held yesterday on 
Tower hill, at which a number of 
speeches of an unusually violent char- 
acter were made in the evident hope 
of inflaming the crowd to riot. There 
were no police present, as the entire 
force, except the patrolmen on beat, 
were on duty keeping 
clear 
the 


route of the lord mayor's proces- 
sion. This 
freedom 
from 
official 


espoinage apparently encouraged the 
orators to indulge in expressions which 
they have refrained from giving utter- 
ance to at previous gatherings. The 
fact that a stenographer was taking 
notes of the speeches did uot seem to 
attract the notice of the leaders. As a 
matter of fact the shorthand writer 
was a detective in the employment of 
the horns office, and it is quite possible 
that his testimony as to the advocacy 
of dynamite methods may yet be used 
in prosecutions against the speakers. 


Among other Incendiary utterances 


of the day were exhortations to the 
people to force themselves into the 
lord mayor's procession and make a 
demonstration that would reiult in 
their being* provided with employment 
by the authorities. 


About 100 of the more desperate 


among? the crowds were inclined to 
adopt this advice and at tho conclusion 
ot the 
speaking 
they/'started tot 


the 
nearest 
point at 
which 
the 


procession was 
to/pass. 
On arriv- 


ing at the end of Eastcheap, however, 
they found the crowd of sightseers so 
dense that H was impossible for them 
to force their way through, so that 
they were obliged to abandon their 
wild scheme of violence. 


It is, perhaps, a noteworthy circum- 


stance, that the orators wbo had urged 
the men to defy the police, remained 
themselves safely at a disiande from 
the proposed scene of action.

station in the Kue dee Bans Eufants 
yesterday shows no great abatement;

not the work of any of the miners 
themselves, but was due to anarchist 
sympathizers with them. 
Notwith- 


standing the extraordinary efforts of 
the police to discover a olue to the 
perpetrator 
of 
the 
outrage, they 


have not as yet found the slightest bit 
of evidence that would lead to his de- 
tection. The street in which the sta- 
tion was located was roped in, and no 
one but officials and workingmen were 
allowed to pass the barriers. Until af- 
ter midnight workmen were busy in 
clearing away the debris. They worked 
by torchlight, and the scene, when the 
horrible nature of the death which had 
come to the five victims was borne in 
mind, was a weird one. It was at first 
thought that the wrecked building 
would have to be torn down, and that 
-course may be followed after experts 
pass an opinion upon the structure. 
In the meantime, however, the bulging 
walls have been shored up tt> prevent 
their falling outward. 


Among the crowds of on-lookers who 


gathered in the streets beyond the bar- 
riers was a man who declared that the 
anarchists were right in blowing up 
the bourgeoisie. He had hardly ut- 
tered the words before he found him- 
self in the grasp of a' gendarme, who 
locked him ttp. 


The government has decided to prose- 


cute a number of militant anarchists. 
It is the general impression that this 
•action should have been taken before 
they had an apportunity to perpetrate 
such a cowardly outrage as that of yes- 
terday. 


M. Lefrapper, a director of the Car- 


maux Mining Co., states that as he was 
leaving the offices of the company at 11 
o'clock Tuesday morning he passed on 
the staircase a woman whose bead was 
covered with a black woolen shawl.

THE WORST FLOOD IN YEARS. 


Costa Bleu. Visited With Devastation 


and Threatened With Revolution. 


PANAMA., Nov. 10.—Costa Eica haa 


been visited by the worst flood in 
twenty years. Qreat devastation has 
been wrought throughout the country, 
plantations 
ruined, bridges 
swept 


away, buildings destroyed anoTalarge 
section of the railway ruined. Rivu- 
lets became torrents and avalanches of 
water swept down from the hills, car- 
rying crops and cattle to destruction. 
A number of persons are reported to 
have been drowned. 


The floods were especially destructive 


on the line of the railroad from Juan 
Vig-oa to Martina, on the Atlantic 
coast. The permanent way within the 
distance stated Js totally destroyed, 
and the station buildings undermmlned 
and mined. The damage done amounts 
to hundreds of thousands of dollars, 
and months will be occupied in repair- 
ing it 


Added to the damage done by nat- 


ural causes, great anxiety is caused in 
Costa Rica by the evidence of impend- 
ing' political revolution. Jose Joaquln 
Rodriguez, who has bean president of 
the republic since May, 1890, is appar- 
ently preparing to play the role of Bat- 
maceda and usurp all authority with- 
out regard for the constitution.

German, who was sentenced to the pen- 
itentiary for two years on pleading 
guilty to a charge of grand larceny last 
Friday, is now said to bo innocent by 
the man who made the charge, James 
Conlisk, a whitener, at 18 south Ninth 
street. 


On March 9 last some one stolo an 


overcoat, a watch nnd chain and-a 
lueevehaum pipe belonging- to Conlisk 
from a boarding-honse. On. September 
27, six months later. Conlhk was walk- 
ing along Pine street near Ninth whoa 
he met Hoover, and followed him until 
he came to an officer, when he had h?m 
arrested. He "was taken before tlie 
landlady of the boarding-lionsc, who 
"identified him as tho man who had 
boarded there and left the place when, 
the clothes anil watch" wero stolon. 


Hoover wa& given a hcanujr, and ao 


he refused to make a statement he 
was held for the grand jury 
That 


body indicted him on a charge of grand 
larceny. 


Previous to his arraignment Attor- 


ney Furlonp and an officers of the 
criminal court called on Hoover in 
the cage and told hiin that he would 
do well to plead^guilty and receive a 
short sentence rather than go to trial 
nnd be sentenced. He took their ad- 
vice and was sentenced to serve two 
years in the penitentiary 
Tt is saitl 


feow that Conlisk has been convinced 
that Hoover did not steal his property 
and is anxious to get him out of jail 
before he goes to the penitentiary. 


John Popp, a prominent citizen of 


Montgomery City. Mo, came to the 
city a few days affo and saw Conlisk. 
Ho said Hoover owned property in 
Montgomery county, Mo., nnd was a- 
respected citizen there 
lie certainlj" 


could not be guilty of a potty theft. 
This statement made Conlist investi- 
gate the case, and he is said to have de- 
clared that ho now "believes Hoover is 
innocent 
There is nothing thai pre- 


vents Hoover ffoinfr to the "pen" ex- 
cept the governor's paidon lie en- 
tered a plea of guilty in the October 
term, or otherwise ho could withdraw 
his plea of guilty and go to trial. As 
nil matters pertaining to the October 
term are now closed his case cannot "bo
